They find by evpe
rience, they allege, that pledges and promises
have a more binding eflect when made with
great solemaity, and surrounded by mysterlons
influences. Thnat the orgaunization, by belng
semi-secrét, |s more likely to apread rapidiy, and
to become strong in the accession to its runks of
firm adhberents,

[n the citr the attendants and leaders at such
meetings commonly allege that their gatherings
ate (ndignation meelings, which they found it
necessary to bold in view of the many recent
outmages perpetrated upon the colored people
throughout the country, It i= not alleged that
any white persons attend those meetings, Theyr
are managed exclusively by colored people; aund
none of the actual ;.roceedlngs at any of them
Laa Leea hoown to leak out. The olject of
these nizbtly gatherlngs, as belleved by the
most intellizent and observant citizens in the
country, who are thoroughly aequainted with
the colored characteristics, is retaliation, They
are ull banding together, and, it i= sald, arming,
sud their deeign 18 to gather suflicient numbers,
when it is deemed necessary to avenge an in-
jury, and (o atrike terror and ruin in the neigh-
borhood where any insult or lnjury may have
been oftered to their race,

THE LOCALITY.
